Two lawyers sent from New York 
by the North American Co. to aid 
the Union Electric officers in meet- 
ing the investigation were at the 
meeting, Laun said. These were 
Lundgren and Franklin Lincoln: 
Laun said that, in earlier confer- 
ences with Lundgren and Lincoln, 
he had been assured that the North 
American Co. would “take care” of 
him. 

Lincoln, Laun said, told him: 
“You know, and Boehm knows, 
enough about Union. Electric and 
North American to know that they 
will take care of you for the rest 
of your life.” 

“Did they take care of you?” 
Laun was asked. “They paid my 
reduced salary up to March, 1940,” 
he replied. 

“I Got a Bonus That Year.” 

His first experience with Fogar- 
ty, Laun said, came in the early 
summer of 1937, when Boehm di- 
rected him to prepare, for Fogar- 
ty’s information, a compilation of 
Laun’s legislative lobbying work 
for the company, and its results. 
Fogarty was then about to visit 
St. Louis. 

“T made a scientific and accurate 
study/’ Laun said, “and showed 
in my compilation that Union Elec- 
tric and associated companies ben- 
efited 1% to 2% million dollars 
a year the killing of bills detri- 
mental to the company and the 
passage of those favored by the 
company. I asked Boehm later 
what Fogarty thought of it, and 
Boehm said Fogarty thought I did 
a hell of a good job. i got a 
bonus that year.” 

North American Officers. 

On Nov. 1, 1939, Fogarty, who 
had removed Egan, Boehm and 
Laun the previous May from their 
offices with the Union Electric Co., 
stepped out of the presidency and 
became chairman of the North 
American's executive and finance 
committee. He was succeeded as 
president by Shea, who had been 
associated with the North Ameri- 
can Co. for only a year as a di- 
rector and member of the execu- 
tive committee. Shea was former 
president of the Tide Water Oil Co. 

In the 1939 change, Harrison 
Williams, who had been chairman 
of the executive committee, be- 
came board chairman of North 
American’s directors. 

Other North American officevs 
at that time, whose positions were 
not changed, were: Herbert C. 
Freeman and Frederick H. Piske, 
vice-presidents; Reed Hartel, sec- 
retary, and Robert Sealy, tréas- 
urer. 

“Key to the White House.” 

Laun also told of a meeting, one 
Sunday in the spring of 1939, to 
which he was summoned by 
Boehm. It was held in Egan’s 
office, Laun said, and present 
were Egan, Boehm, Lincoln and 
Lundgren, the North American Co, 
attorneys, and Carl Byoir, a New 
York publicity man. 

“Boehm, said that Byoir was a

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. 
FFICIAL protest from Soviet 
Russia is expected shortly be- 
cause of failure of the United 


States to supply the amount of aid

when the Averell Harriman: mis- 
sion visited the Russian capital. ; 


The failure can be laid in con- 
siderable part to the acute ship- 
ping shortage and the lack of any 
real co-ordination of shipping fa- 
cilities, Another factor is United 
States entrance into the war. 

Two separate protocols with the 
Soviets were signed by Harriman 
and his first assistant, William L. 
Batt. One covered food for Russia 
and the other munitions. 


Considerably less than 50 per 
cent of the food America had con- 
tracted to send has reached the 
Soviets. . The failure to supply 
munitions has not been so glaring, 
but here, too, we have sent scarce- 
ly half of what we contracted to 
send, 


This becomes all the more seri- 
ous in the face of the spring drive 
which is being prepared by the 
Germans. Despite the outstanding 
Soviet victories which have amazed 
military authorities the world 
over, the Russians stand in need 
of the supplies they were to re- 
ceive under the lease-lend agree- 
ments. 


“There have’ been glaring exam- 
ples of failure to use shipping in- 
telligently and. economically. For 
example, certain of the supplies 
needed by the Soviets were ob- 
tained in the Far East just before 
(Dec..7. Comparatively little. proc- 
essing was required, and this ma- 
terial could have been shipped di- 
rectly to the Russians at Viadivos- 
tok, which was actually only 600 
from the source of supply.| 
Instead it was transported to this 
country, processed and stored here 
briefly, and then transportéd across 
the Atlantic to Northern Russian 
ports,

performance, according to reports 
here, the British have kept up 
their shipments’ to the .

HUS it is a military secret as to 
what is the strength of MacAr- 
thur’s forces and what are his sup- 
plies and what help is being gotten 
to him and how.

BRIEF news item in last Thursday's‘ 


Post-Dispatch must have awakened 
memories in the minds of many St. 
Louisans. This item reported the death 
at Tucson, at the age of 62, of Thomas 
Wood Stevens. Of recent years, “T. W.,” 
as he was affectionately known to those 
who worked with him, has been to most 
of us here but a shadowy figure. This 
he was satisfied to be. For he was 
always an unobtrusive, modest man who 
was content to do the work and leave 
the glory to others. 

It was in the fall of 1913 that he first 
entered the life of St. Louis. He came 
then to prepare for the production the 
following spring of the “Pageant” he 
had been commissioned to write and 
produce in conjunction with. Percy 
Mackaye’s “The Masque of St: Louis,” 
in order to arouse greater community 
spirit. and bring the citizens together in 
an inspiring ‘unified undertaking. Who 
that saw that:mighty spectacle can ever 
forget it? A cast of 10,000 on a stage 
which spanned the Forest Park Lagoon, 
and audiences of never less than 100,000 
on five successive nights! 

The feat accomplished by T. W., and 
Joseph Lindon Smith, the director of 
the “Masque,” was a prodigious one. 
Never in theatrical history had directors 
been confronted with a task of com- 
parable magnitude. Yet they knew 
what effects they wished to achieve, and 
they achieved them. T. W. handled his 
army of assistants and actors, drawn 
from all agés and every section of the 
city, with characteristic tranquillity, nev- 
er raising his voice, never making a use- 
less movement, never indulging in tem- 
‘peramental outbursts. The “Pageant” 
and the “Masque” were successes. Civic 
pride was stirred as seldom before; a new 
civic consciousness was born. 

But that was not all. “The Pageant of 
St. Louis” was a milestone in the develop- 
ment of a new art, and of that art, T. W. 
was the acknowledged master. When- 
ever a celebration was to take such 
form, it was to him that the authorities 
turned. 


He came back here in 1917 to produce 
“The Drawing of the Sword” in Forest 
Park, and again in 1921 to stage a 

t commemorating the centennial 
Hundreds 
took part and thousands witnessed these 
performances, 

St. Louisans also remember him for 
his delightful productions of Shakespeare 
at the lovely Garden Theater on the 
Olive Street road, and for his artistic 
work at the Little Theater. Later, as 
director of the Globe Theater at the 
Century of Progress and at subsequent 


expositions, he did not forget -his St. 


Louis actors, but summoned them to his 
side and gave them ties which 
otherwise might never have come their 
way. 

He was a rare gentlethan, a gentle 
soul on a foundation of granite. He was 
an artist in every atom of his being. 
Careless of self, In the cause of his art, 
were it the drama, poetry or painting, 
for he was gifted in all, he was adamant 
and immovable. Perhaps his favorite 
word was “right.” A — ‘was right, or 
it was not right—he ‘knew no other cri- 
terion. The cheap, the showy,’ the 
ephemeral were not for him. If others 
disagreed, he_said nothing, but went his 


own way ‘without recrimination. 


Now he has slipped quietly out of life. 
The American theater has lost a worthy 
leader. Some of us have lost a friend 
who never will be replaced.

About. 1700 Volunteers to Be 
Trained by Members of 
City Force. 


Training of auxiliary policemen 
for civilian defense duties will be- 
gin soon, Edwin E. Huffman, 
chief of the police function, an- 
nounced today. 

About. 1700 volunteers. selected 
from the genera] enrollment lists 
had been assigned for auxiliary 
police duty, he said. They are 
now being divided among the 12 
police districts. 

The training course, to be given 
by police officers, will include such 
subjects as police department or- 
ganization, traffic control, pre 
aration..of reports, and prevention 
of panic, Huffman said. 

Selected graduates of the basic 
course will receive further tech- 
nical training in the police depart- 
ment’s regular training. school. In 
general, auxiliary police will be 
used to augment the regular de- 
partment in an emergency, Huff- 
man explained.

Colitis: Cases

HE term colitis, so commonly 
used today, means nearly any- 
thing to the average person 
from a feeling of discomfort in 
the abdomen to serious irregular- 
ity of the intestines. “Irritable 
colon” (the colon is the large in- 
testine) is probably a better term. 


Mucous colitis has a much nar- 
rower meaning and applies to a 
special group of cases of unstable 
colon and periodic attacks of mu- 
cous diarrhoea, alternating with 
constipation. There is always a 
sense of fullness or tightness, if 
not actually cramping‘in the ab- 
domen. “Tension headache” is 
common. 


It is a fairly common disease, 
certainly a troublesome disease— 
hardly a mail comes to me without 
three or four letters asking for 
advice on this subject. The condi- 
tion is often mistreated. It is prob- 
ably responsible fér the removal 
of more undiseased appendices 
than any other one cause—the 
cramps are over the appendix 
region in 78 per cent of cases. It 
may result in chronic invalidism. 
Most of the sufferers are victims 
of the cathartic habit. It accom- 
panies many of the states of emo-

Reading a story is as good a 
tonic for any school child as can 
be found. Be he bright as a genii 
or dull as a mud turtle, the story 
brightens his mind, adds to his in- 
telligence, enriches his fields of 
experience so his intelligence, is 
deeper and better in quality. The 
story rests his mind because it 
eases the pressure on it. 

There ia no obligation to hold 
any of ita matter in memory, its 
facts in relation. Its values need 
not be weighed nor need the book 
be reviewed for’ the English teach- 
er. The child can forget himself 
in the story, merge himself with 
the hero, live for the span of its 


pages in blissful oblivion of this 
world’s woe, Children need that 
tonic. 

They are not wasting time, and 
they are, contrary to the opinions 
of many of their elders, learning 
something. No book that is read- 
able can fail to teach a child some- 
thing worth while, and when it is 
a good story it really enriches the 
child’s intelligence. He learns 
words. He catches new ideas. He 
gathers information about people 
and other places than his home 
town. He gets a glimpse of the 
values of character and a taste of 
experiences beyond his own. He 
learns. 

A fairy tale, the most maligned 


of all stories children love, is as. 


necessary to them as their text 
books. First, they are basically 
true as truth, when analyzed by 
experienced people, grown-up peo- 
ple. They convey truth in a way 
understandable to children. They 
are on the level of the child's 


mind, that candid, generous, be-
